Macon's Religious Fanatics 
Forced to Hold Metting in Street 


Great Crowd Hears Cultured 
Woman, Member of Sect, De- 
nounce Presbyterians, Preach 
Sermon, Sing a Song and 
“Speak With Tongues.” 


Macon, Ga., December 24.—-(Special.) 
Macon was today given a sensation 
that will for several days be the sub- 
ject for city wide comment. Denied 
admittance to the First Presbyterian 
church and at the Christian Science 
churh, and told by policemen and de- 
tectives on duty at the former place 
that they would not be allowed to en- 
ter any church where they were not 
desired, the local band of “Holy Roll- 
ers.” comprising some of the best 
known and most highly educated la- 
dies and men of Macon, as well as 
some who are socially prominent, held 
a public meeting on Mulberry street 
in front of the Grand theater, and 
were heard by a crowd of over a thou- 
sand men, women and children. Traf- 
fic on the sidewalk and street was 
blocke for many minutes and police- 
Men hid to clear the way. The spec- 
tacle was a unique and impressive one, 
though many were observed to laugh 
at and ridicule what was taking place. 
The mafority, however, listened and 
watched In a spirit of sincere interest. 

Net Allowed tn Church.

PEACE TREATIES INDORSED 
BY AUDIENCE AT AUDITORIUM) 


Hnthusiastic ‘indorsement of the 
peace treaties with Great Britain and 
France now pending before the United 
Stetes senate was given by the thou- 
Sands of Atlantams gathered at the Au- 
ditorium yesterday afternoon in the 


shape of a resolution unqaulifiedly in- 
dorsing both treatfes. The resolution 
was introduced by President Fred Pax- 
on, of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
was enthusiastically adopted. 

Following is the resolution in full: 

This mass meeting of citigens of At- 
lanta assembled in the Auditorium on 
December 24, 1911, records its em- 
phatic approval of the treaties of gen- 
eral arbitration proposed to be entered 
into between:the United« States and 
Great Britain and France respectiv«'y 
as signed at Washington on August 
3, 1911, and transmitted to the United 
States senate by the president with 
the urgent recommendation that they 
be ratified. 

We share the feelings of satisfaction 
and enthusiasm with which these trea- 
ties have been hailed by the govern- 
ments and the people of Great Britain

and. of France. eltéve that an 
overwhelming majority. of. the Ameri- 
can, people suatre these feelings, and 
look forward with confident hope to 
the day when the judictal settlement 
of international disputes will be as 
usual and as normal a mode of pro- 
cedure as is the judicial settlement of 
individual claims and differences.

Australia and New 
Zealand produce great quantities oi 
wool that comes into competition with 
AMerivan fink and fine medium wvools 
and costs ‘net’ to produce, accerding to 
the board's report, nothing, as te 
profits from the sale of mutton and 
sheep for stocking vther ‘runs pay in 
& normal year the entire station ex- 
penses leaving the fleece. prefit. 

The Net Cost of Foreign Wool. 

“Let us be more liberal and allow 


the average shrinkage of Australian 
wools, unskirted, would be 65 per 
cent or more, 

“T approve of the president's sug- 
gested plan of levying duties on wool 
by a single specific duty, based upon 
the scoured pound, with all wools now 
classified as first and second -class, 
thrown together with one rate impos- 
ed, and third class, or carpet wools, 
at another and lower rate. 

Rate of Duty Necessary. 

“These facts ascertained and a plan 
agreed upon, it is easy .to determine 
the rate of duty necessary to protect 
the American wool grower. 

“If the difference in the cost of pro- 
ducing wool other than carpet ang the 
lower grades, in this country and 
abroad, is, say, only 9 cents per pound, 
and the average shrinkage of fine and 
medium wools imported and, under this 
pian, still heavier shrinkage wools to 
be hereafter imported, is only 55 per 
cent, then the actual rate of duty on 
the scoured wool content, mule be 
twenty cents per pound. 

“The wool grower thinks it ought to 
be more and should be based upon the 
shrinkage of our national average of 
60 per cent, instead of the average of 
imported wools: I will support a single 
rate of duty, based on the ‘scoured con- 
tent of wool of the first and second 
class, of twenty cents per pound and 
am confident that the wool grower will 


#-cent-a-pound to cover extraordinary; receive as much protection as he is now 


losses that may be caused by 
itous drouths which happen, at 
intervals, in AuStralia. We then find 
a difference of the ‘net’ cost of pro- 
ducing fine and fine medium wools in 
this country and Australia, and Zea- 
land, the American wool growers’ 
competitors, of 9 cents, to 10 cents per 
pound. 

“The report also shows that west- 
ern fine wools shrink on an average 
of 67 per cent; Ohio fine wools 60 per 
rent, and the lower grade of wools an 
average of 45 per cent; while the na- 
tional average is about 60 per cent. 
Imported cols now coming in (large- 
ly skirted fleeces) shrink nearly 50 
per cent. It is generally conceded that 
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receiving, based upon the eleven cents 
per pound in the grease, or a supposed 
protection of 33 cents on each scoured 
pound. The rate of tWenty cents per 
pound will be the basis for a compen- 
satory duty for scoured wool used in 
the manufactured product, instead of 
$3 cents per pound in the present lew. 

Carpet Wools in United States. 

“The limited amount of carpet wools 
grown in this country is shorn for 
the most part from flocks maintained 
principally for their mutton value. 
The rate of-duty on carpet wéols, 
therefore should be considered more 
from a reveneu basis than a protecfive 
one, and in my opinion, the rate of 
duty on Carpet wools ought to be 10 
cents per pound on the scoured wool 
content. 

“This plan of levying a single spe- 
cific duty based upon the ° scoured 
pound is not the one offered and sup- 
ported by the late Senator Dolliver, 
as claimed by some, for Dolliver pro- 
vided for a sliding Scale of specific 
rates based upen the grease pound, 
varying to meet different fixed per- 
centages of shrinkage beginning with 
a shrinkage of 65 per cent or more. 
and fixing a rate of duty of 11 cents 
per ponud and ending with wool!ls in 
the grease shrinking less than 15 per 
eent with a rate of duty of 36 cents 
per pound, and Detween the two ex- 
tremes, some five other divisions were 
made This plan was impracticable 
and unjust, as I stated upon the floor 
of the senate.

“Barring the prohibitive rates on 
low grade mixed goods caused by the 
specific duty of 44 cents, but not taken 
advantage of by the American manu- 
facturer, as shown by the tariff board's 
report, teh ad valorem rates of the 
present law are not far from being 
right on the great bulk of woolen and 
worsted fabrics used by the American 
people, but in the future ‘the rates 
must be gra@uated so as to not oOver- 
protect the low grades of mixed fab- 
rics, 

“I haye always eontended that the 
eost of conversion of wool into woolen 
and worsted goods in this country 
costs one hundred per cent to one 
hundred. and fifty per cent more than 
in England. The report sustains my 
contention. 

“I have 
advantages 


alweys claimed there are no 
in the way of labor-s8av- 
ing devices and machinery in this 
country as compared with foreign 
countries; that the efficiency of our 
workers was no greater but in certain 
instances, less than in England. This 
report proves my claims [to be correct. 

No Woolen Trust, Says Smoot. 

“T have made the statement time 
and time again that there was no com- 
hination in control of prices in the 
woolen and worsted industry; that un- 
der the fierce competitive c ymnditions the 
difference between prices *® here and 
abroad of fabrics as sold at the mill, 
depends upon the difference in the cost 
cf production rather than on the 
amount of the duty. The report proves 
my statement correct. 

“T have always claimed that the 
American manufacturer is compelled 
by competition to sell his goods-at a 
profit of from 5 cents to 10 cents 
per yard. The report shows a fair 
amount of profit to the manufacturer

“The excessive duty on low grade 
mixed goods in sehedule ‘K’ caused by 
the excéssive compensatory rate has 
not been taken advantage of by the 
American manufacturer for the reason, 
no doubt, that. qgompetition would not 
allow him to do so, but they have af- 
forded the enemies of protection an 
opportunity to severely criticise the 
schedule, 

“The révision of schedule “K’ along 
the lines I have suggested will make 
a faifly protective bill for the wool 
grower and woolen manufacturer and 
eliminate all the needless and high 
rates of duty on the shoddy and 
mixed goods.” 

Won't Meet Democratic Approval, 

Senator Smoot’s bill undoubtedly 
will not meet the approval of the dem- 
ocratic members of the ways and 
means committee, as Chairman OUnder- 
wood has already announced that he 
did not favor the president’s sugges- 
tion of levying the duties on wool by 
a single specific duty basis upon tie 
scoured pound, and that the house bill 
to be proposed by the majority of the 
committee probably, would include ad 
valorem duties as in the bill passed 
last summer and vetoed by President 
Taft, 

Sereno Payne,.~.former chairman of 
the ways and means e¢oarnmittee “and 
ranking republican member, and his 
republican colleagues on the commit- 
tee are drafting a bill to be based, as 
will Senator Smoot’s, upon the facts 
and figures sent to congress by the 
president in the tariff board’s report. 
It is reported they will have the co- 
operation of the administration, and 
this houge bill, it is belleved, will vary 
little from the Smoot bill. The dem- 
ocratic bill, on the other hand, will be 
based partly upon the tariff board’s 
figures and partly upon statistics col- 
lected by the majority of members of 
the ways and means committee. 

With the republicans of the house 
determined to fight against a bill 
which is not based entirely upon the 
report, and republicans in the senate 
of the same mind, a protracted con- 
gressional battle before the woolen 
tariff revision is assured,

An edict issued tonight in the dig- 
nified terms which have characterized 
such documents since Yuan Shi Kai 
assumed the premiership, confers pos: 
thumous honcrs on the imperialists 
who commit*ed suicide when the city 
Chao-Chow was captured by the reb- 
els. This-is one of many such honors 
recently bestowed by Premier Yuan, 
which the ex-regent did not dare to 
bestow, and it means that Yuan Shi 
Kai has not been intimidated. 


Queueless Rebel Prisoners. 
Thirty+four queueless rebel prison- 


ers have reached Pao Ting Fu. This 
has: aroused comment because prison- 
cra are seldom tdken in Chins. The 
Chinese have .lifficulty in understand- 
ing the western idea of capturing and 
caring for prisoners.

Washington, ' December 24.—Unset- 
tled weather during the next few days 
will give way to a period of more 
seasonable weather by the end of the 
week, according to a bulletin issued 
tonight by the weather bureaus, 
Stormy weather is also predicted over 
the North Atlantic steamship routes, 
the British Isles and Europe. 

“The coldest weather of the season,” 
the bulletin continues, “now prevails 
in the interior of Alaska, the lowest 
temperatures reported from that re- 
gion being 52 degrees below zero at 
Tanana and 46 degrees below zero at 
Eagle.

Japan. An effort is being made to draw the United: States to that 
angle of the controversy, with what success remains to be see’. 


Yuan argues that the revolutionaries already have forced all 
the concessions for which they have been contending, that the 
empire has been pledged government truly representative, that 
the despised Manchu princes have been thrust into the background 
and that only the shadow of monarchy remains. He holds, how- 
ever, and it is said Great Britain and Japan agree with him, that 
abandoning the traditions of monarchy at this unsettled moment 
would plunge the entire country into disaffection, with what result 
not the keenest vision can foresee. 


Tourists and returned Americans, who are wholly disinter- 
ested, bear out Yuan’s theories. They say that the great inland 
masses of the empire, while seething with discontent, have no ade- 
quate conception of the issues being fought out by the two.com- 
batants, and that their whole system of thought and action is based 
not on a republic, but on a monarchy. 


China’s fate, meanwhile, is on the knees of the gods, with the 
probability that there will hardly be any more serious fighting. 
Both sides are too exhausted, financially, for that dubious pastime. 
Otherwise they would not have so eagerly embraced the tender of 
mediation made by the powers. 
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POTASH FROM AMERICAN SOURCES. 


Of moment from the commercial and agricultural standpoints 
is the announcement by the federal department of agriculture that 
a practically inexhaustible source of potash has been located in 
America. It is given as “kelp,” or a species of seaweed indigenous 
to the Pacific coast. The weed yields potash abundantly, as well 
as other ingredients valuable in industry and commerce. 


In this connection it is noticeable that mineral deposits from 
which potash could be extracted have also been discovered recent- 
ly in Maryland, and that a company has been chartered to work 
Professor S. W. McCallie, in an article published a few 
Sundays ago in The Constitution, drew attention to mineral beds in 
Georgia which, when treated by a process shortly to be perfected, 
will yield potash cheaply and in abundance. 

It seems, then, that from several sources the American farmer 
is promised relief from dependence upon the German mines, here- 
tofore the only supply available, and the cause of much unsatisfac- 
tory controversy with this government. It will be remembered 
that Germany, wakened by the rapid depletion of her mines, placed 
a heavy export tax upon the substance, which necessarily resulted in 
raising the rates to the American farmer. Even now, there are 
echoes of the discussion. 

It is especially gratifying, therefore, that at this particular time 
such frequent discoveries should be made of sources of the pot- 
ash which figures so indispensably in commercial fertilizer. It 
should be said, in all conservatism, that these American projects 
are yet in a tentative state, and that radical relief need hardly be 
expected for some months to come, 

But that relief in some fashion is on the way should put heart 
into every farmer, every American, who realizes that upon the main- 
tenance of the productiveness of the soil, through intelligent fertil- 
ization, the maintenance of the agricultural greatness of this coun-

At Pilar, on the Paraguay river, 
about 112 miles from Asuncion, the 
revolutionists have three. warships 
which were bound from the Belgians.

ASHES AND FOWL MANURE. 

L. &. B. Laurens, §S. C.—Will you 
kindly answer following questions in 
| Tri- eon’. Constitution: 

1. ill wood ashes sprinkled on 
floor of henhouse, and every two or 
three weeks raked up and put in bar- 
rels, improve the manure, if kept in dry 
Place till needed? 

2. Will coal ashes added to above, 
by sprinkling also on floor of henhouse 
and mixed together when raked up, 
add anything to the value of same? If 
we what is best use to put coal ashes 


to 

3. Would you advise putting any kind 
of ashes around your fruit trees, 1 and 
2 years old? 

4. What is best manure for straw- 
berries, and when applied? 

5. Whey should onion seed be sown 
in this locality? 

Answer—l1. Wood ashes, on account 
of the large percentage of lime con- 
tained in them, would certainly injure 
the fowl manure, and such use is 
advised. 

2. Coal ashes are practically an inoc- 
uous material, and would do no harm 
to the hen manure, nor would they add 
anything to the value of such manure 
in the way of plant food, because they 
contain but a mere trace of phosphoric 
acid and potash. The best use I have 
found for coal ashes is to spread them 
on clay soil or in garden walks, or 
clayey places in the back yard. They 
act simply as a mechanical amendment, 
much as does sand added to and thor- 
oughly mixed with clay soil 

3. Wood ashes.do well around bear- 
ing fruit trees, grape vines, blackber- 
ries, raspberries and strawberries. You 
may consider that a ton of dry, un- 
leached ashes is about equal in fertil- 
izing value to one-half ton of kKaini 
as ashes contain about an average of 
per cent of potash. I would not care to 
use ashes about fruit trees too young | 
to bear, nor should they be mixed with 
stable manure. 

4. There is nothing better for straw- 
berries than good, well-rotted stable 
manure applied in the fall and early 
winter, at the rate of 20 to 50 ‘tons 
per acre, and forked in. But you should 
also add % to 1 ton per acre of, say, 
8—4 acid and potash in January or 
Febrtary, and top-dress when blooms 
commence appearing with 100 pounds 
nitrate of soda per acre. 


PRIZE ACRES IN CORN AND COTTON 

B, W. W., Forney, Ala-—(1.) I want 
to plant a prize acre of corn and I want 
your advice about preparing the land. 
What grade of fertilizer to use; how 
much, and how to apply it. Also how 
to cultivate it? The land is level, dark 
gray or black soil, a little sandy, with 
a yellow, stiff subsoil. As I am nov 
prepared to mix guano please tell me 
what analysis to get ready mixed. I 
am turning the land with two horse 
plow. Land was in wheat this year 
and has a tolerably heavy stubble of 
rag weeds on it. 

(2.) I also want to plant an acre 
of cotton. The land is gray, sandy, 
with yellow subsoil; was in oats and 
a ee this year, The stubble is not very 

eavy on it. Please tell me how to 
prepare and cultivate so as to make 
a bale of cotton per acre; how much 
guano to use and how to use it? All of 
the land mentioned is a lime land, very 
strong. Without fertilizer it makes 
about seven or eight hundred pounds 
of seed cotton and about 20 to 25 bush- 
els of corn.

“I was raised in that atmosphere 
where a subterfuge for valor was a 80- 
called ‘code of honor.’ In reality, it 
was an exposition of unmanly ‘Vanity 
and did not have even the eyuity o 
manly combet to recommend it. When 
the call to arms came in the 60's nwt 
a single one of these professional duel- 
lists proved himself a good soldier on 
the field of battle. For this reason, the 
system fell away from the south as 
it bad already fallen away from the 
north and from England. 

Why Not Collectively? 

“About this time I began t> inquire 
if individual sombat could be elimi- 
nated from among individuals, without 
the loss of personal dignity, why col- 
lective combat might not be eliminated 
from among nations. 

“It took me a long time 4o reach an 
affirmative oonclusion, I am—that is to 
say—I was temperamentally given. to 
contentions and was loathe io admit 
even to myself that disagreements, 
petty or serious, were not a part of the 


.great universal plan. 


The Peace Treaty. 

“In the peace treaty now before the 
iInited States senate for ratification 
provision is made for two tribunals— 
one of inquiry and the other for arbi- 
tration. The first will be con:posed of 
nine commissioners, three fror. France, 
three from Mnungland and three from the 
United States. 

“The duty of the members of the 
be to determine 
whether or not a question is arbi- 
trable. Any two votes will negative 
the affirmative of the other seven. [f 
the vote should be unanimous and the 
issue is decided to be arbitrable, thet 
decision does not becom. hinding until 
accepted by the president and ratified 
by a two-thirds vote of the senate. 

“With all these safeguards thrown 
around the tribunal, to what harm 
might we come through its workings? 

Arbitration Not New. 

“Those who are in the habit of 
thinking of arbitration as a modern in- 
stitution, a theory and experiment, are 
contradicted by the fact that there 
were six cases of arbitration between 
nations in the eighteenth century and 
that there have been 150 cases since 
1900. 

“Behold the horrible reports coming 
from northern Africa. Suppose that 
there were an arbitration between Italy 
and Turkey, supportéd by the author- 
ity to enforce its decisions, as it should 
be—how long’ would this wanton waste 
of biood continue? Why should not 
they be made to ‘toe the mark’ in the 
interests of common humanity. 

War Degenerates. 

“The notion that war is necessary to 
vitality of manhood is contradicted by 
The 
wars of Greece and Rome depleted 
their manhood; the wars of Napoleon 
depleted France; our own sectional war 
rebbed the south of the flower of her 
manhood and spilled needlessly the 
blood of thousand sof our best fami- 
lies. 

“We do not need Sherman to tell ws 
that war is hell. It is a debauch of 
blood. There are no g00d wars, Frank- 
lin said. Some are simply worg than 
others. 

“President David Starr Jordan says, 
‘war is degeneracy,’ and this statement 
should be elevated to the dignity of a 
dogma. Mr. Jordan further sets out 
that wer leads to the depletion of man- 
hood more than does wealth and luxury 
and thetr alleged vices. 

Grewing Tewards Peace. 

“But the world moves on apace.
